Taken together the 
Cabinet will compare more than favora- 
bly with any other for many years, and 
nothing but good is prophesied for it. 

In choosing a man for the Aral posi- 
tion in his Cabinet. Mr. Wilson would 
have shown ingratitude unworthy or 
him if he had not tendered the place of 
Secretary or State to Hon. William Jen- 
nings Bryan, without whose efforts at 
the critical lime he would probably not 
have been nominated ror the presidency. 
Speaker ( lark had double as many voles 
as Mr. Wilson, till the Nebraskao. with 
a powerful effort directed at the Speak- 
er's New York support, turned the tide 
and won the prize ror the New Jerseyan. 

Mr Hryan is well equipped for 
and being the most popular 
in the country, appointment 
millions of ibose who have stood 
by him since his spectacular entry into 
National politics sixteen or eighteen 
years ago and was nominated ror the 
presidency. 

There may be those who think Mr 
Krjan is a dangerous man for public po- 
sition. He might have been at one

We do not believe, however, lhat Mr. 
liryan will remain long in the Cabinet. 
He can'i afford it. He c n make five 
times as much a year as his salary of 
112.000, with his tonge and ren. and 
like ihe rest of us. Mr. Hryan is not 
averse to filthy lucre. 

His appointment was a natural on* 
and he did not care lo cast aside the 
ureal honor. Iiul mark the p edict iot.: 
He will resign in less than six months 
or by the time the Chautauqua season 
tets busy, when he will be a greater 
drawing card than ever. 

Rocks That Wrecked The 
Party. 

Whatever niche or Tame history will 
allot to William Howard Tuft, it is pop- 
ular today to call him a failure The 
K«w Vord World in a brier summary of 
the good and ill or bis administration, 
says his failure to veto the Payne 
Aldricb tariff law was the initial error 
thai caused most or his party's troub- 
les. Also his refusal lo co operate with 
democrats and republicans in Congress 
lo revise the tariff dowoward, as he had 
promised, was a blunder. 

"Reduced to the fewest terms," says 
the World, "the fate of the republican 
party may be attributed lo privilege, 
plutocracy and personal government. 
These are ihe rocks on which it went to 
pieces. Mr. Taft contributed greatly 
lo the result by his inability to perceive 
that the lime had come to cut off mon- 
opolistic taxation. Mr. Koosevelt and 
bis associates must accepi whatever re- 
sponsibility attaches to the deliberate 
wrecking of a party for revengeful and 
seltish ends. 

"Democrats may sludy this record 
with profit. They will find much to 
emulate and not a little to avoid. They 
also have their stand-patters and pluto- 
crats. They also have their turbulent 
leaders, eager ror power and crazy 
for violence. The forces lhat have hu- 
miliated the republicans in spite of 
much good service will unrailingly undo 
the democrats, ir given the upper hand."

Prohibiting Marriage. 

The Bankers' Trust Company, of New 
York, seems to be inviting a decision by 
the court that its action with reference 
lo the marriage or its clerks is against 
public policy.
